As 
jong as there is any doubt as to 
the view taken by the majority of 
che people of Camada of this enter- 
prise, 50 long there must be corres- 
ponding doubt among English inves- 
gors as to its merits as an invesi- 
ment. ‘There is only one way in 
which doubt as to the attitude .of 
the people of Canada can he cleared 
up and that is by holding a general 
election. Parliament has still ‘two 
years to run, but if the attitude of 
the people of Canada to the Grand 
gropk Pacific 1s to remain in doubt 
fos two years, in the present and 
prospective condition of the money 
market, and especially in view of the 
pppesition ot the C. P. R, and their 
friends, such a condition of uncertain~- 
ty would mean either very slow pro- 
gress or the collapse oi the scheme. 
This question of a transcontinental 
railway is the most important that 
bas come before the people of Can- 
ada for over twenty years. The 
country cannot afferd to have it 
trified with. Let the question be 
put to the peopie at once for their 
endorsatiun or rejection. 
jt must be remembered that not 
only is the success of the / Grand 
qyunk Pasific in raising the funds for 
the construction of the western e«ec- 
tion of the Transcontinental, depen- 
jent apon the emphatic endorsation 
of the bargain by the people of Can- 
ade: but the eastern half of the raii- 
way is to be actually built by the 
people themselves as @ public work. 
The castern section is as essential a 
part of the proposition as the west- 
ern section. Unless the government 
can be depended upon to build, and 
to use due diligence in building, the 
eastern section, the western section 
would be of no value to the Grand 
Trunk 
would have no sonnection. No doubt 
; because of this that the Eng- 
lish capitalist hesitates to invest his 
means in the western section until 
ve is satisfied that the Canadian 
people will carry out their part of 
the sargaim by the construction of 
the eastern section. It was against 
this eastern section of the road— 
against its practicability, against its 
usefulness, against the possibility of 


its paying profite—that the opposi- 
tion in parliament directed their 
chit attack. If words and actions 


mean anything, the words and actions 
of the members of the opposition dur- 
ing the two months that the project 
wee under diseussionn in parliament 
mean, that if they should attain 
power the eastern section would not 
be built. With this fact in view it 
Would seem that the only means 
whereby the British investor, upon 
whom the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
the Canadian government as well de- 
pends for the money to build the rail- 
way, can be satisfied of the good 
faith of Canada towards the enter- 
pris is by securing the endorsation 
of the people by the only possible 
means of a general election. There 
are few in the Northwest who will 
not gladly welcome even the tur- 
moil of a general election in order 
that they may see this most desir- 
able and nesessary enterprise pushed 
rapidly to completion. Should the 
verdict of the people be asked it is 
to be hoped that the magnitude of 
the scheme and the result of its stc- 
cess or failure to Canada and to tae 
Northwest, will not overshadow in 
the mind of the individual elector 
the responsibility resting om him to 

vanee or to reject the scheme by 

ting his vote. Those who wish 

see the Northwest advance should
